At Least 17 of Enemy's

U. S. Pacific Fleet Headquar- 


ters, Guam, March 21—At least 17 
45,000-ton 
super-battleship

eight aircraft carriers, were crip- 
pled Monday by more than 1,000

planes which 


hunted down the bulk of the ene- 
my home fleet hiding- in Nippon's 
240-mile-long Inland Sea. 


The 
audacious raiders 
from 


Vice Adm. Marc A. Mitscher's 
world's largest task force, pene- 
trating a hitherto untouched area 
which Japan considered safe for 
her nav3', also destroyed -475 ene- 
my planes Sunday and Monday 
and damaged well over 100 more. 


Not one American warship was 


sunk, although one was damaged 
seriously - and 
others withstood 


minor 
blows as the Japanese 


home-based airforce sent wave on 
wave against Mitscher's armada. 
All ships moved away under their 
own power. 


Combat losses 
of the 
carrier 


planes "were extremely light." 


These first 
fragmentary

counts of the most daring naval 
action of thc Pacific 
war 
were 


pieced together today from a pre- 
liminary report of Adm. Raymond 
A. Spruancc of the U. S. Fifth 
Fleet and first hand accounts of 
pilots given to Associated Press 
correspondent Hamilton W. Faron 
with Mitscher's task force. 


Pilots Report Toll

CFaron's 
at-the-scene 
figures 


were a bit more 
definite than 


those in a Navy communique list- 
ing 15 to 17 enemy warships dam- 
aged, six "small freighters"' sunk 
and seven "freighters" damaged, 
although the totals coincided.) 


The carrier planes cratered air- 


fields, attacked airplane factories. 
destroyed plane hangars, arsenals, j 
oil stores and workshops. 


The Japanese warships, identi- 


fied by Adm. Chester "W. Nimitz 
as "the principal units of the Jap- 
anese fleet" scurried for shelter 
as the raiders bored in.

So let's talk about war's end in 


Europe and peace and all that 
.sort of thing—this being the be- 
ginning of spring, which not only 
is thc season peculiar to hope but 
is the inspiration of great deeds. 


Of course we aren't supposed to 


discus.^ peace—not righ.t out_^ in 
the 
open—because 'that ' might 


stimulate over-optimism. I'm well 
aware that I shall receive letters, 
written both in sorrow and in 
anger, accusing me of coddling 
complacence. However, this isn't 
a bad time to give peace the "once 
over," and not wait for the war 
to blow up in our faces without 
warning. 


Surely we don't need a sooth- 


sayer to tell us we are near the 
end of the European war. 
Indeed 


we are so close to it that the nazis 
might quit at any time! 


Having .said this we must—if 


we are to justify discussion ot 
early peace—at once recognize 
that the fighting might continue 
for a considerable time if Himmler 
and Goebbels cling to their niaci 
scheme of battling to a finish. 
Kven so, it will be surprising if it 
goes further than late spring or 
early summer. 


The nazi leaders have no de- 


lusions about their defeat. 
De- 


spite their typically Prussian ef- 
fort to bully the allies into a com- 
promise, thc Hitlerites have been

Beuel, Bonn suburb 14. miles south 
of the Ruhr. 
Gen. Eisenhower 


warned that the Ruhr, the source 
of 75 per cent of all German war 
production in 1942, was next in 
line of conquest. 


Already the lack of punching 


power east of the Rhine was ap- 
parent in German ranks. Prison- 
ers plodded dejectedly to the rear 
in 
uncounted 
thousands. 
The 


enemy had thrown the best troops 
saved from the First Parachute 
and Sixth Panzer armies at the 
Remagen bridgehead and failed 
to check its expansion. 


The enemy was falling back up- 


on the narrow Sieg and Wied 
livers, plainly despairing of driv- 
ing the Americans from the east 
bank of the Rhine. 


The 78th (Lightning) Division 


—men irom Ohio, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania and New York mainly— 
overran Buel and cleared out all 
the eastern part of Bonn. 


AVcather Improving 


To the north the American 


Ninth, British Second and Canad- 
ian First stood m strength op- 
posite the cities of Duesseldorf 
and Duisburg and engaged in vig- 
orous patrolling over the wide 
reaches of the lower Rhine. Weath- 
er was favorable and improving 
daily. 


Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch's 


Seventh Army captured at least 
nine cities and towns after forg- 
ing the trap around the Saarland 
in conjunction with the Third 
Army 12 miles west of Kaiscrs- 
lautern.

Nazi Casualties Terrific 


Up to yesterday Lt. Gen. George 


S. Patton's Third Army had in- 
flicted 45.000 casualties on the 
German First and Seventh armies 
in the Saarland. Palatinate and 
Hesse. He added S.229 prisoners 
to that yesterday and still had 
20.000 awaiting transport to cages. 
The Seventh Army, swerving- as 
an anvil for Patton's hammer 
blows from the north, had captur- 
ed 6,040 prisoners by yesterday 
and inflicted some thousands more 
casualties in killed and wounded. 


Compared 
to the staggering 


enemy losses. American casual- 
tics were amazingly light. AP 
'orrespondent Edward D. Ball re- 
ported. 


Scores upon scores of lesser vil- 


agcs fell to both armies. At least 
three pockets of Germans iay be- 
hind allied lines awaiting death 
or capture. 


The largest trap was a Saar- 


land pocket of less than SO square 
miles around Saarbruccken: less- 
er pockets were near Travcrt and 
•east of Kirn.

But truth will out, and the 
people will' quit, despite Himmler's 
rule of death, when finally they 
realize Hitler is finished. 


Did you read the amazing dis- 


closure about Hitler, made by 
Louis Lochner, former Associated 
Press chief of bureau in Berlin 


and now with the American forces 
on the Rhine, waiting to resunia 
his old position? 
From a man 


whom he trusts, Lochner learns 
that Hitler was badly hurt in the 
bomb attempt on his life last year. 
His hearing apparently is perm- 
anently impaired. He has faint- 
ing spells, often loses his memory 
and for days isn't able to function 
as chief of state. 


Grotesquely fat Reich Marshal 


Hermann Goering, whom Hitler 
named as his successor, is a men- 
tal and physical wreck.

^ The Mitscher planes had con- 
centrated Sunday on knocking out 
enemy air bases barring approach 
to the heavily fortified inland sea, 
bounded by the islands of Kyushu, 
shikeku and the western end of 
Honshu.

beyond that of the soldiers who 
bared their arms to the anopheles 
mosquito in Walter Reed's search 
for the malaria carrier. For these 
men will not only contract the dis- 
ease, but will submit to experi- 
ments 
with 
potential remedies 


whose properties and correct dos- 
age arc as yet imperfectly known. 


If the tests are successful, ma- 


laria sufferers have promise not 
of the relief and control that 
quinine and attabrine bring, but of 
complete cure of this 
recurring 


disease. Most important, success 
will provide a remedy for thou- 
sands of soldiers who have con- 
tracted this painful, exhausting 
and sometimes fatal disease. 


It is significant that these pris- 


oners are promised nothing be- 
vond the best-of care 
They >akc 


full responsibility for all conse- 
quences. They are offered no spe- 
cial privileges, commutation of 
sentence, or other reward. 
They 


are simply, in the best and truest 
sense, paying their debt to society.
